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PREFACE. 



Thk Editor of the new edition of Mr. Keith's 
Treatise on the Use of the Globes, conceiving 
that a Key, containing the answers to the 
questions in that valuable work, would tend 
very considerably to enlarge the sphere of its 
utility, by affording facilities to the teacher, 
and rendering it accessible to the private stu- 
dent, presumes to submit the following sheets 
to their notice, in which he flatters himself 
that the answers to the several questions will 
be found as correct as the nature of the subject 
will allow ; and although, generally speaking, 
it is not to be expected, that latitudes, longi- 
tudes, declinations, &c. should be ascertained 
by means of the globes, to nearer than quarters 
of degrees, yet it is thought expedient to give 
them in this key, correct generally to the 
nearest minute, and, in some important cases, 
to the nearest second. It will thus furnish 
the preceptor with accurate Information with- 



out recurring to other sources ; and it will 
enable him, on all suitable occasions, to show 
his pupils the value of correct knowledge on 
all such points, as well as how to turn it to 
account in the construction of maps, and 
various other useful operations. Judiciously 
employed, also, this knowledge may serve to 
excite the love of accuracy. In order to render 
the Key as perfect as possible, the author has 
adapted those solutions which are obtained by 
the aid of the Nautical Almanac to the im- 
proved state of that work for the year 1834; 
which he trusts will be admitted as an addi- 
tional recommendation to the present under- 
taking. 



Since the preceding Preface was written, 
Mr.Rowbotham has altered the solutions of 
such problems as he has introduced into the 
last edition of Mr* Keith's Treatise on the 
Globes.

head and fore part of Cetus. About the western 
verge of the horizon are the chest and upper parts of 
Bootes, Corona Borealis, the chest of Hercules, Cer- 
berus, the head of Antinous, and the tail of Capri- 
comus. In the north-west quarter of the heavens 
we have Cepheus, Draco, greater part of Hercules, 
Lyra, Cygnus, Vulpecula et Anser ; and Aquila, and 
the south-west quarter is occupied by the head of 
Cassiopeia, greater part of Andromeda, Pegasus, 
Equuleus, Delphinus, Pisces, Aquarius, and the 
hinder part of Cetus.
